THE UNREST IN INDIA. _ 

: = PON es 

(SPECIALLY WRITTEN FOR THE “CHINA MAIL” 
By Yt K. M. Tata.) 

A cleyor Frenchman once remarked 
“The English never know when thoy are 
besten,” and it is to that quality thst 
they owe much of theix grostnezs—that n 
spirit of dogged ‘pertinacity han enabled 
thom in the face of tremendous odds, and 
in apite ofcountless difficulties; to gain their 
end. But this quality: slone would never 
have won India for the English. Tho Eng- 
lish are not only possessed of the spirit of 
conquest, but they also possess the talent.of 
ingratiating themselves with the conquered 
race and of so moulding them that the 
interests and aims of the conquored hecomé 
identical with these of the- conquerors.” 

'o realize what England has done for India 
it is necessary to go back in imagination 
and endeavour to picture the state of that 
country before Englishmen set foot upon 
her shores. Indian history is the most 
complicated of any in the world.’ Is 
prosenta, before the British occupation, o 
bowildering record of fierce warfare, of 
massacres and camage, of barbaric ven- 
geance and devastation, far oxceoding the 
‘most wondrous storiés of romance. : 

To the student of. Indian history who 
has formed some idea of what India was 
less than a century and a half ago, it seems 
almost incredible that the establishment of 
the British Empire should have been 
achieved in so short a period. - British rale 
has been an undoubted boon to the .in- 
habitants of India, who under it have 
enjoyed & peace and prosperity unknown 
before. . 

What was Bombay until i¢ was lensed to 
the East Indin Confpany in 1668, but a 
mere fishmonger’s quarter? But thereafter, 


under the British Government, it rose 


gradually in trade and commerce. Schoola 


|and collegos wore opened, and a people at 


Jeast semi-barbarous have beoneducated and 
made prosperous. Roads were reclaimed 
and repaired; lator railways, telegraphs 
and telephones were brought into being 
and postal departments, etc., were opened. 
These marvellous changes were never 
aceamod of in the time of Indian rulors, 
who wers mostly opium enters and ganja 
smokers, and who seemed to live for little 
else than vicious pleasures and enjopmonts. 
Thore wore thon nut sufficient trovps or 
xegimonts to guard the country which was 
of-timos attacked and invaded by Pindaris. 
Bheels and Garasia+, and looted and plun- 
dered in broad daylight. r 

Let the present: generation, highly edu. 
catul aud civilized. enquire of their fathers 
and grandfathers, whatappre-siop, tyranny 
and despotism thoy wer: subjected to 
under the sway af Tncina ralers, 

. Yet with all th ben -tits and advantages 
they eajoy the natives of India ave discon- 
tented, dissatisfied and displeased - with 
the European ofiicials of rsuk and dignity ; 
they ery for justice to ‘he given to them in 
the form vf high and exalted positions. - In 
other words they want self-government. 
This thoy demand not in the most polite 
words or in 9 mani characterised by 
moderation, but by. threats, and they de- 
clare thatif. government will not comply 
with their requests there will ba another 
Indian Mutiny. What can be said of 
this audacity, impertinence and churlish 
behaviour, so openly munifested ? 
‘Fortunntely there is not much’ causo 
to fear, for in case another disturbance 
wero to break out, the goveramont would 
soon suppress it. Tha agitators forget tho | 
awful days of 1857, when humanity was] 
entirely forgotten, and when brutes in 
human guise acted shamelessly and dis- 
gracefully to men, women aud children 
alike. They also forget what facilitios the 
advance of civilization has placed in possas- 
sion of the Givernment. enabling troops to 
be quickly concentrated at any danger 
spot. . 


The British Government has ra'sed them 
up but having been given an inch they now 
want all. No government would tolerate 
this with more patience than the British. 
In any country.if such sedition were com: 
mitted the miscreants would at once be sent 
tothe gallows, at lexst transported for life ;

If this immense treasure ware 
only spont for the good of the country 
and their poor countrymen, numerous 
benefita would be derived from it. The 
inhumanity shown.to widows in forbidding 
them to re-marry is also a foul blot upon 
the Hindu community, and particularly 
upon Congresswallahs, who try to make a 
name for themselves by advocating political 
reforms, but have not the courage to reform 
themselves. 

Last but not least is the subject. ‘of 
bribery, There are few thingsin Indis which 
Europeans reyard with more abhorrence 
than bribery and oppression which exist to 
80 great an extent, In conclusion I should 
like to ask my Parsi co-religioniats, what 
would be their fate if the strong hand of 
the British is withdrawn from India? Our 
small gumber, in comparison ‘with the’ 
immense population of Indianx, is next 
to nothing. We should be oppressed 
and slivghtored in no time. We are 
ofted pronounced by European travellers 
to be the Frenchmen of Asi —hasty, hot 
tempered, eccentric, yat froc, frank and 
philanthropic. Yet we do not possess the 
stamina, strongth and spirit of the French. 


-Not only so, but we are simply exiles from 


Persia domiciled and. settled in India dur- 
ing the last twelve hundred yeurs, and we 
are looked upon by Europeans as foreigners 
in India, though ‘slowed the rights and 
priviliges enjoyed hy our rulers. We are 
happy in every respeet under the British 
and have nothing to complain of, but our 
salvation rests on the developmont-o 

British Empire. We must always seek for 


‘our fund under the English flag.
